Terry Nation changed the course of the new series by 
taking the Time And Relative Dimensions In Space 
vehicle — the TARDIS — to the planet Skaro, where the 

and the viewers would first meet the 
Daleks, science-fiction monsters such as the world had 
never seen. 

The appeal of the series became as wide as the 
universes its hero was to traverse. That hero became 
known as the Doctor, not Doctor Who, as the shows 
title would imply. So remarkable is the concept of the

the change in actors playing the role has not de- 
tracted from the character. In fact the Doctor's own 
being has fleshed out considerably. The Doctor has 
been established as a rebel Time Lord from the planet 
Gallifrev, who periodically “regenerates” his physical 
form. Thus, each of the six actors who has portrayed 
the Doctor has interpreted the role his own unique 


way.

hone call was prompted 
the large number of rumors 
culating through American 
regarding the content of the 
season and the ultimate fate of 
th@show. Many of these rumors were 
sparked by a report in the British fan- 
zine Doctor Who Bulletin—whose 
details apparently came from anun- 
identified source within the BBC. That 
article said the 23rd season would 
consist of only 14 episodes, com- 
promising three four-part stories and 
one two-parter, instead of the usual 
compliment of 26 episodes. The fan- 
zine story went on to say that the first 
and last adventures would be writ- 
ten by Robert Holmes, with the last 
titled “Gallifrey." Oddly enough, the 
article indicated that the budget for 
the reported 14-episode season 
would be of about the same amount 
for а 26-episode run. Hard to see the 
logic in that, isn't it? This "short sea- 
son” story led to the rumor that the 
23rd season would be the last, or 
that indeed the season had been 
cancelled, 

In October, speaking in Connec- 
ticut, Colin Baker appeared to con- 
firm at least part of these stories 

when he reported told a convention 
audience that the new season 
would have only 14 episodes, 
|| Unwilling to simply pass on rumors 
(or to just let the whole matter pass 
without some investigation), Who 
Knows called JNT for the official 
word. "We're definitely going ahead 
with the new season,” Nathan-Turner 
told us. "There's no truth to the rumor 
that it's been cancelled. We start 
shooting in March 1986, we begin 
airing, in Britain, in the autumn, and

we don't know how many episodes 
as yet.” 

JNT said a firm decision on the 
length of the season would be made 
soon. Asked if а budget had been 
settled, he replied, "The budget de- 
pends on the number of episodes.” 

We asked the producer if he and 
his script editor, Eric Saward, had 
settled on a theme or “game plan” 
for the 23rd season. “It’s all slightly up 
in the air We have commissioned 
masses of material, so we have vari- 
ous options open tous," he admitted. 
“We won't firmly decide what were 
doing until the budget and season 
length are decided as well. Various 
writers’ names are being bandied 
about, but there are an awful lot not 


being bondied about who we have 
commissioned as well. No firm deci- 
sions have been made on which 
scripts will make up the package 
because we don't know the shape 
of the package as yet." Nathan- 
Turner also told us that, unlike the last 
several seasons, there would be no 
filming outside the British Isles this 
time around. 

Turning from the future to the past, 
we asked JNT if there had been any 
recent progress in tracking down 
“lost episodes” of Doctor Who, a pro- 
ject near and dear to the heart of 
fans everywhere, including Nathan- 
Turner. “Very disappointingly,” he 
said, “after a fabulous 1984, so far in 
1985, nothing at all, There have been 
а few leads, but so far, none that 
have turned up anything.” 

In closing, а word of advice from 
Who Knows to fans everywhere: Dont 
believe everything you hear. In a situ- 
ation such as the one faced by Doc- 
tor Who and its fans this past year, 
many people would like to make it 
appear that they are "in the know." If 
another fan tells you something 
about the show or its fate, ask where 
they heard about it. If they cant 
identify the source, or if a printed re- 
port can't name its sources, take the 


report with a grain of salt. Who Knows 
hos tried to track down many of the 
rumors that have circulated in the 
last nine months, only to find that no 
опе can say where the story origi- 
nated. Remember—the best con- 
tinuing source for news of Doctor 
Who is this column, and the pages of 
our British sister, Doctor Who Maga- 
zine, which is available in many of 
the same places you find Doctor 
Who, the comic book.

THE KEY TO TIME 
by Peter Haining 

This is sub-titled "A Year-by-Year Re- 
cord,” and that's exactly what it is. 
Haining, author of Doctor Who: A 
Celebration, has put together a re- 
markably interesting account of the 
program's history, from its earliest 
conception in the minds of Sidney 
Newman and Verity Lambert to 
the regeneration of Colin Baker as 
the Sixth Doctor. 

The book is filled with facts that 
even the most knowledgeable of 
US. Who fans may find surprising, as 
well as snippets of reviews of the 
show and a thoroughgoing look at 
the violence controversy that struck 
Doctor Who during the early Tom 
Baker era. It is lavishly illustrated with 
black-and-white photos and draw- 
ings (many by US. and British fans), in 
addition to a 24-page color section. 
Between this title and Haining's previ- 
Ous work, if theres anything about 
the programs history you still need 
to know, I'd be surprised. 


THE DOCTOR WHO MONSTER BOOK

I first found out about the 
Doctor when а former girl friend re- 
turned from England with this book 
оз a present—it captivated me 
then, and should do the same for 
anyone else just starting to learn 
about the enigmatic Gallifreyan. 


MARCO POLO 
by John Lucarotti; based on his own 
script 

“Marco Polo" was originally broad- 


cast in the series first season, just be- ` 


fore "The Keys of Marinus" (previously 
reviewed). It was the first of a long 


line of pure historical adventures for 
the Doctor and his companions, a 
line which would end with “The High- 
landers,” only to be revived when 
“Black Orchid” was broadcast in 
1982. 

Lucarotti has here transformed his 
complicated 7-part script into a tout 
144 pages describing the time 
travelers’ arrival in the Himalayas, 
trapped there by a breakdown in 
the TARDIS; their trip to Mongolia 
and then China with Polo, in the ser- 
vice of Kublai Khan; their efforts to 
thwart an overthrow of Kublai by 
rival Mongols; and the Doctors ef- 
forts to regain control of the TARDIS, 
promised to the great Khan by Polo. 
The Doctors final scheme is outlined 
here: 

The Doctor held а council-of-war 
with Barbara and lan in his six-room 
suite. 

"Within minutes of my ship being 
atthe palace, we shall be on our 
way," he announced. Both Barbara 
and lan were taken aback. 

“How?” they asked in unison. 

"Ishall be in possession of the key,” 
the Doctor sounded confident. 

“How?” They put the same ques- 
tion again, 

"I shall have won both it and my 
ship,” he said grandly. 

“Won?” They were suspicious. 

“Playing backgammon with 
Kublai tomorrow morning.” He told 
them of all he had won on the jour- 
ney from Shang-Tu. “I shall wager it 
all against the TARDIS.” Barbara and 
lan looked anxiously at each other. 

“What if you were to lose, Doctor?” 
lan finally asked. The Doctor looked 
offended. 

“That is out of the question, Ches- 
terton,” he snapped. `l am the in- 
finitely better player” 

Barbara crossed her fingers. 


And well she should have—for 
true to Doctor Who plotting, it wasn't 
that easy. Lucarotti makes the plot 
twists and turns believable and excit- 
ing, and displays (as he did in the 
novelization of “The Aztecs”) an ex- 
cellent feel for character—particu- 
larly that of Barbara and her young 
Chinese friend Ping-Cho. These are 
teen-age girls who act and sound 
like teenagers always have and al- 
ways will, 

In all, Marco Polo is one of the best 
of the recent new releases from 
Target, and well worth the 20-year 
wait it has taken to get it into print.

The purpose of a logo 
is to have a symbol of your prod- 
uct that can be used in advertis- 
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ing and merchandising, and be 
instantly recognized. You'll also 
notice that logos usually have 
either a "TM" or 'R' next to them. 
Both more or less mean that the 
logo in question is owned by 
someone, and can't be used by 
anyone else without specific per- 
mission.
